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Introduction 


The  Ohio  Resource  Center  for  Low  Incidence  and  Severely 
Handicapped  (ORCLISH)  offers  a  variety  of  services  to 
parents  and  educators  of  students  with  hearing,  multiple, 
orthopedic,  or  visual  disabilities.   ORCLISH  is  part  of  a 
large  service  delivery  system  serving  persons  with  visual 
disabilities  (see  Appendix  IV-25  through  IV-28) .   The 
following  pages  will  clarify  ORCLISH' s  role  in  providing 
large  type  and  braille  textbooks,  instructional  aids,  and 
specialized  equipment  to  students  with  visual  disabilities 
in  Ohio. 

Registration  of  a  student  is  key  to  the  number  of  materials 
provided.   At  the  direction  of  the  Ohio  Department  of 
Education,  Division  of  Special  Education,  ORCLISH  conducts 
the  Federal  Quota  Registration  in  Ohio.   Each  registered 
student  generates  an  allocation  of  Federal  Quota  funds  in 
Ohio's  account  at  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 
(APH) .   To  be  registered,  a  student  must  be  legally  blind 
and  the  student's  school  district  or  agency  of  attendance 
must  correctly  submit  the  student's  name  during  the  Federal 
Quota  Registration  (see  Appendix  IV-7  through  IV-12) . 

ORCLISH  uses  Federal  Quota  funds  to  order  large  type  and 
braille  textbooks,  instructional  aids,  and  specialized 
equipment  from  APH  for  loan  to  registered  students. 
Federal  Quota  funds  are  limited  and  are  not  intended  to 
meet  all  the  instructional  needs  of  students  with  visual 
disabilities.   Trained  personnel  must  decide  which 
materials  are  most  appropriate  for  the  student,  then 
request  the  materials  from  ORCLISH.   Alternate  funding  and 
sources  for  materials  should  also  be  considered. 

Students  who  are  not  registered  are  eligible  to  borrow 
materials  from  the  ORCLISH  inventory,  which  is  made  up  of 
previously  loaned  materials.   When  materials  are  not  in  the 
ORCLISH  inventory,  ORCLISH  will  assist  the  requestor  in 
locating  sources  of  large  type  and  braille  textbooks. 

This  manual  explains  how  to  access  ORCLISH  services  and  the 
steps  ORCLISH  follows  to  locate  and  loan  large  type  and 
braille  textbooks,  instructional  aids,  and  specialized 
equipment  for  registered  and  nonregistered  students.   Due 
to  the  high  cost  of  materials,  limited  funds,  and  staff 
resources,  ORCLISH  will  continue  to  review  and  prioritize, 
when  needed,  the  delivery  of  these  services.

The  Ohio  Resource  Center  for  Low  Incidence  and  Severely 
Handicapped  (ORCLISH)  is  a  statewide  project  designed  to 
assist  school  districts  with  the  special  needs  of  children 
and  youth  with  low  incidence  and  severe  disabilities. 
Funded  by  the  Ohio  Department  of  Education,  Division  of 
Special  Education,  ORCLISH  is  part  of  Ohio's  Special

Overview  of  Services  to  Students  11-1 

with  Visual  Disabilities 


As  administrator  of  Federal  Quota  funds,  ORCLISH  orders 
large  type  and  braille  textbooks,  instructional  aids,  and 
specialized  equipment  from  the  American  Printing  House  for 
the  Blind  (APH)  for  registered  students.   These  materials 
are  loaned  and  when  returned,  are  recirculated  to  any 
student  with  a  visual  disability.   If  ORCLISH  cannot 
provide  the  requested  materials,  ORCLISH  will  assist  the 
requestor  in  locating  them. 


ORCLISH' S  ROLE 

*  administer  Federal  Quota  funds 

*  assist  school  districts  by  providing  and  locating

ELIGIBILITY  FOR  SERVICES

"central  visual  acuity  of  20/200  or  less  in  the 
better  eye  with  correcting  glasses  or  a  peripheral 
field  so  contracted  that  the  widest  diameter  of  such 
field  subtends  an  angular  distance  no  greater  than 
20  degrees" 


PLEASE  NOTE 

ORCLISH  encourages  school  districts  to  explore 
alternatives  to  large  type  and  braille  textbooks 
including  low  vision  aids  and  taped  materials  when 
appropriate  for  the  student. 

ORCLISH  will  provide  information  on  alternate 
sources  when  possible. 

Due  to  limited  funding,  ORCLISH  cannot  provide  all 
the  materials  and  equipment  needed  by  students  with 
visual  disabilities  (see  Appendix  IV-13  and  IV-14) . 
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11-2     Sources  of  Materials 


ORCLISH  will  look  in  several  places  to  locate  requested 
materials.   The  type  of  materials  available  and  the  places 
where  ORCLISH  looks  for  these  materials  are  listed  below. 
The  number  of  items  provided  depends  on  the  registration 
status  of  the  student.   The  primary  difference  in  service 
for  registered  students  and  nonregistered  students  is  that 
Federal  Quota  funds  are  used  to  order  new  materials  for 
registered  students,  but  not  for  nonregistered  students.

*  materials  are  shipped  throughout  the  summer; 
requestors  need  to  make  arrangements  with  the  U.S. 
Postal  Service  to  specify  where  and  when  to  deliver 
materials 
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11-4     Completing  Materials  Request  Forms 


Given  the  considerable  time  often  needed  to  locate  and 
deliver  materials,  requests  should  be  submitted  to  ORCLISH 
as  soon  as  possible.   ORCLISH  processes  written  materials 
requests  as  they  arrive.   Materials  requests  cannot  be 
taken  over  the  telephone. 

Requests  must  be  made  on  one  of  two  forms: 

1.  MATERIALS  REQUEST  -  1  STUDENT /MULTIPLE  TITLES 

(see  sample  on  page  II-6  or  Appendix  IV-15) 

2.  MATERIALS  REQUEST  -  1  TITLE/MULTIPLE  STUDENTS

11-8     Return  of  Loaned  Materials  and  Equipment 


ORCLISH  inventory  consists  of  items  ordered  with  Federal 
Quota  funds  and  returned  when  the  student  is  finished  with 
them.   Returning  complete  materials  enables  other  students 
with  visual  disabilities  to  borrow  materials.   Use  the 
following  suggestions  when  returning  materials.

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Guidelinesfor  Expenditure  111-3 

of  Federal  Quota  Funds 


Due  to  diminishing  per  pupil  allotment  and  rising  material 
costs,  it  is  necessary  to  set  priorities  and  guidelines  for 
spending  Federal  Quota  funds.   A  statewide  Federal  Quota 
Committee  has  made  recommendations  for  priority  materials 
and  meets  periodically  to  review  the  guidelines  and 
priorities. 

The  guidelines  include:   encouraging  students  to  use  other 
instructional  formats,  such  as  tapes  and  low  vision  aids, 
to  best  prepare  them  for  job  and  post  secondary 
experiences;  limiting  materials  ordered  for  individuals  to 
the  current  allocation  per  student;  and  recognizing  that 
Federal  Quota  funds  are  not  the  only  source  of  funding.

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Registering  a  Student  111-5 

for  Federal  Quota  Funds 


Registration  is  required  annually  for  a  student  to  be 
eligible  for  Federal  Quota  funds  which  are  used  to  order 
materials  from  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind. 
ORCLISH  does  not  have  additional  funds  to  purchase 
materials  for  students  who  are  not  registered. 

Each  December,  the  Ohio  Department  of  Education,  Division 
of  Special  Education,  mails  a  survey  (see  Appendix  IV-7 
through  IV-12)  to  superintendents  to  explain  the  need  for 
registration.   Registration  forms  are  provided.   School 
districts  list  every  student  who  is  legally  blind  and 
attending  the  school  district  as  of  the  first  Monday  in 
January.   The  school  districts  send  the  completed  forms  to 
ORCLISH  by  the  last  Monday  in  January.   For  a  student  to  be 
registered  and  eligible  for  Federal  Quota  funds,  the 
student's  name,  correct  required  codes,  and  other  necessary 
information  must  be  on  the  survey.   This  registration 
occurs  only  once  a  year. 

The  following  describes  eligibility  requirements  and  other 
important  information  regarding  registration.

APH-Central  Automated  Resource  List  (APH-CARL)  -  electronic 
database  providing  information  on  sources  for  braille, 
large  type,  and  recorded  textbooks 

APH  Central  Catalog  -  print  copy  of  data  in  APH-CARL 
providing  information  on  sources  for  braille,  large  type, 
and  recorded  textbooks 

APH  Central  Catalog/CARL  Access  number  -  a  six  digit  number

Services  and  Directory 


The  Special  Education  Regional  Resource  Center  (SERRC)  serves  as  the 
organizational  structure  for  multidistrict  special  education  planning  and 
service  delivery.   Ohio's  sixteen  SERRCs  are  designed  to  initiate,  expand, 
and  improve  special  education  programs  and  services  for  children  and  youth 
with  disabilities  and  their  parents.   The  services  provided  by  the  SERRCs 
include: 

*  identification  and  program  development 

*  educational  assessment 

*  instructional  resources 

*  inservice 

*  information  dissemination 

The  SERRCs  are  funded  through  the  Ohio  Department  of  Education,  Division  of 
Special  Education,  with  monies  provided  through  the  Individuals  with 
Disabilities  Education  Act 

Identification  and  Program  Development  Project  (IPD) 

Assistance  is  provided  to  participating  school  districts  in  the  development, 
implementation,  and  operation  of  an  effective  regional  identification  system 
and  child  find  strategies  as  required  by  Rules  for  the  Education  of 
Handicapped  Children.   This  project  also  assists  in  the  development  of 
programs  for  children  identified  as  disabled. 

Educational  Assessment  Project  (EAP) 

This  project  assists  school  districts  in  the  assessment  of  and  planning  for 
children  suspected  of  having  multiple  and/or  severe  disabilities. 

Instructional  Resource  Center  (IRC) 

The  Instructional  Resource  Center  project  maintains  a  collection  of 
instructional  materials,  equipment,  and  professional  literature  regarding 
the  education  of  children  with  disabilities;  these  materials  are  circulated 
for  review  and  training  purposes.   The  IRC  also  disseminates  relevant 
information  to  persons  working  with  children  with  disabilities  and  provides 
training  designed  to  improve  the  quality  of  education  for  these  children. 

Early  Childhood  Services  Project  (ECS) 

The  Early  Childhood  Services  Project  is  a  combined  statewide  and  regional 
project  funded  by  the  Ohio  Department  of  Education,  Division  of  Early 
Childhood  Education,  that  provides  services  to  school  districts,  parents, 
support  personnel,  and  other  agency  personnel  interested  in  working  with 
children  ages  3-5  who  have  special  needs.

•  be  enrolled  in  a  formally  organized  public  or  private,  nonprofit  educational  program  of  less

•  be  enrolled  with  the  registering  school  or  agency  on  the  first  Monday  in  January 

The  educational  programs  providing  services  to  these  students  can  include  public,  private,  and 
parochial  schools. 

There  is  NO  chronological  age  limit  for  eligibility.  The  federal  law  limiu  registration  to  persons 
working  at  less  than  college  level,  but  places  no  restriction  on  the  ages  of  eligible  students. 

Eligibility  of  Adults.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  at 
its  198S  Annua]  Meeting,  approved  a  resolution  which  requires  that:  students  in  education  pro- 
grams— but  not  enrolled  in  grade  12  or  below — MUST  "have  a  written  individual  education  p'an 
ot  otheT  written  education  plan  and  be  enrolled  in  and  attend,  on  a  regular  basis,  an  instrucricr.al 
program  of  at  least  20  hours  of  instruction  per  week.
